Dr. Robert Speer 


Makes a Plea For 


Federal Council 


MONTRBAT, N. C.. May IS.—Pre- 
sentation of the various activities of 
the Federal Council of Churches ot 
Christ in America by Its presldc-nt. 
Dr. Robert Speer. New York, and di°- 
cusslon of the annual report of the 
stewardship committee, in which it 
was developed a total of $11,674,641 
had been contributed last year for be. 
navolences as compared w,Uh 111,- 
743,725 the previous twelve months, 
were ths feature of today's sessions of 
the General Assembly of the Southern 
Pr«8byt»rlan church. 


The perils of assocla. are less than 
th6ss of isolation. Dr. Speer declared 
in discussing reasons why the church 
should remain in the Federal Council 
There are several overtures pend- 
ing before the assembly asking that 
the church either- withdraw from the 
council or pay a proportionate share 
of the organization's expenses, while 
others without qualification request 
immediate severance of relation. 
'The good points of association 
outwelghts Its limits, "Dr. Speer as- 
serted. "I do not believe the churches 
can accomplish a, great evangelistic 
work unless, they cooperate and di- 
rect their activities through a central 
agency- 
The churches are -cgnfront- 
ed w£th a grave crisis 
The prob- 
lems of war are as 'nothing as com- 
pared with those, of "peace, and we 
have a great, common-, task to per. 
form." , 
'* 


Through the Federal Council the 
priests of_JRu«sJa, made homeless an£ 
persecuted Ijy an "anti-Christian gov- 
ernment" have b>en aided materially 
in a financial way and today are near- 
er the churches of America 
than 
Catholism, Dr. Speer continued, add- 
ing that evangelistic work in other 
fortlgn countries has been promoted 
Characterizing what he termed the 
racial problem as- one of -the great- 
est confronting th« nation, the speak- 


or asserted there must be a common 
ground for discussion and for the 
study of experience and information 
of the past years. 
Cooperation in 
promoting religious education and the 
maintenance 
of 
friendship 
_ among 
churches were given a« other '**- 
vonB»for sustaining: the council. Dr. 
Kpoer adding tt-at the proper course 
for the church to follow, "Is not to 
withdraw, but to contirbute and guide 
the activities and 
policies, of 
the 
council all that we can." 
Establishment or tho Presbyterian 


Foundation, described as "one big 
hoKling corporation to sollcity be, 
quests and annuaties for tho whole 
work of the church or any of its in- 
stitution1?," was urged by the steWard- 
shlp committee, which also presented 
an a» ranged schedule of activities for 
the church, reducing the number of 
extra calls for funds fr'om four to two 
during the year. 


Instead of setting 15,000.000 as a 
goal for church benevolonces only in 
1924, as Was first planned and incoi- 
ated in a preliminary drafted report, 
the committee retained the figure for 
the past year, $4,750,000.

the past year for strictly church be- 
nevolence $4,211.804 was raised. 


Of thf total for all benevolences 


51080,310 was contributed for for- 
eign missions while the figure for the 
several phases of home missions was 
approximately 
$1^373,042.

tional institutions of the church had 
$1,052,738 contributed for their work.

pense. Presbyterial tax and pastors'

One is forced to the conclusion that 
the methods of each nation is suited

So has mankind, in its long struggle to be 
a "rain-maker" from the very dawn of history,

•••, Ohio, the other day and spewed 80 pounds 
of sand charged with electricity over a passing 
cloud. 
The cloud broke, melted, disappeared. 


And people walking on the ground 500 feet below 
tarried to shelter from the shower! 


Has the rain-making problem been solved at 


.last? Hasan army 
in 20th-century flyingma- 
chine accomplished what 


priests, magicians, wise men 
and quacks have tried in vain 
to accomplish in every coun- 
try under the sun since the 
first "caveman prayed to an 
unknown god to save his 
burning crops? 


Has science actually 


achieved again where super- 
stition only tried? 


Those are the questions a 


fascinated world asks since 
Dr. Wilder D. Bancroft, pro- 
fessor of physical chemistry 
at Cornell University, and 
Dr. L. Francis Warren, ex- 
cattleman and inventor, made 
public the experiments they 
have been carrying on for 
more than a year in co-opera- 
tion with the Army Air Ser- 
vice at the mid-western fly- 
ing field. 


The expellineutera were 


inspired chiefly by a desire to 
clear the air of fog. In this 
their tests were so satisfac- 
tory that Dr. Bancroft makes 
bold to declare he can send 


airplane loaded with 


charsed sand over an area 
the sfre of the city of London 


and in 35 minutes, 
by spraying the 
fog with a ton 


and a half of sand, absolutely an- 
nihilate it! 


// 
This in itself opens wide the gates 


of the imagination to a thousand 
paths of speculation—dispelling 
smoke screens in water, dispelling 
violent storms at sea, clearing har-^ 
bpr fogs for navigation, sweeping 
ah- routes free for planes; putting 
clouds, hi brief, at the mercy of men. 


But infinite are the vistas opened by the 


possibility of actual rain-asking. 
For, in 


the words of James H. Searr, chief of the 
United States Weather Bureau in New York, 
"If you can dissipate a cload.lyou can cause 
a cloud to form even over the Sahara desert, 
and yon can foresee a time when people will 
(top digging wells and shoot a little elec- 
tricity into the heavens whenever they need 
moisture!" 
H such a time ever does come to pass—and 


even Mr. Scarr, though ekeptiealvof the Dayman 
experiments, does not gainsay the possibility— 
humanity will see the fulfillment of a world-old 
aspiration. 


Since water is an essential of fife, and since 


in most countries the supply of it depends upon 
showers, men hswe always tried to "nafce rain." 
Of recent years the attempts in civilized coun- 
tries have been baaed on theories more practical 
than superstitious; the "rain-maker" of the plug 
hat made some pretence, at least, of bemg a 
scientist. 
> 


Bnt until comparatively recently in world iis- 


tory a "rain-maker" was either the magician or 
the priest of the race or tribe for which he func- 
tioned. His idea, life the baseball fan's, was to 
"pray for rain." Or else he strove to bring rain, 
my some hocus-pocus trick. Nor has his ilk alto-

during tunes of drought on the same theory. 


The Chinese make a huge dragon when they 


want rain. It is built of paper or wood to repre- 
sent the rain-god. Then it is paraded through the 
streets of the city. If no ram falls, they execrate 
the dragon, drag it down and tear it to pieces. 


Dr. Bancroft and Dr. Warren did not set 


about "making rain" in ways quite so crude as 
these, yet it is an interesting thought that, after 
all, their aspirations were on a plane with thosa 
of the primitive rainmakers, even though their 
methods were more practical. 


Dr. Warren used to be a cattle-man in the 


San Joatniin Valley. Costly experience with cat- 
tle killed and crops ruined in arid weather, put 
his mind to working on the problem of compelling

rainfall. He had heard of men. shooting into the 
air to trv to make ram fall by concussion or con- 
tact. Why. he thought, not get above the clouds 
with an airplane? 


For 16 months he and Dr. Bancroft experi- 


mented wrffc tne Air Service in Ohio. They 
worked on the theory -that clouds ^consist fpf a 


>-the-people of- two villages-ea'-*-; •"sniass"of liftfe 3rops of water;' that wKeiTbrotigM 


together they form Targe drops of water which 
come to the ground as rain; teat many of these 
drops, though not all, are charged with electricity 
to repel one another, or -There they are not so 
charged, they may be surrounded by a film of 
condensed air; that, if the drops are charged posi- 
tively, sand charged negatively will bring thejn 
together into large drops, which will condest/e 
and fall. 


Their theory, claim Dr. Bancroft and Dr. 


Warren, worked out successfully. Flying 400 to 
500 feet above a cloud a mile long and s. mile 
thick, an aiplane scattered particles of electrically 
charged sand above the tops of the clouds, en- 
larging the drops, coalescing them or causing un- 
charged drops to evaporate, and thereby com- 
pelled the larger drops to descend as TrainfalL 
They made clouds disappear in ten minutes, say 
the inventors, and, though-the precipitation was 
very slight, it was enough to justify their hopes 
that, with further experiments, a quantity of 
rain can be made to fall over a larger area. 


The plane used in the experiment was 


equipped with an especially-designed electrical 
apparatus which charged the sand it carried with 
from 10,000 to 14,000 volts. The plane carried 
SO pounds of sand of 150 mesh. It had a wind- 
criven generator capable of discharging sand 
either positively or negatively at the will of the 
operator- Since the idea is to charge the sand 
with electricity of an opposite sign from that of 
the ram-drops, the experimenters hope to work 
out an invention by which they can tell which 
cloud is charged positively and -which negatively.
